2 During the course of Foreign Relations Committee 
consideration of this bill the so-called Pell amendment was 
adopted. It is a substantive amendment to the Arms Control and 
Disarmament Act, requiring an annual report to congress on 
"U.S. adherence to arms control agreements, and on any problems 
of compliance by other parties to bilateral and multilateral 
agreements with the U.S." ACDA shall coordinate the 
preparation of this report with the heads of other agencies, 
including the Director of Central Intelligence. ( See page 5 of
